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The airfield was located about three miles west of the VASA 
LEwbA (24916 £/59°14* WN) Railroad Station, about 24 miles 
from the Baltie seashore. A radio station with a hich an- 
tenna mast, noticeable from a great distance, was located 
between the railroad station and the airfield. (Por details 
see Annes), 


The 16,000x6,60°~foot field was bordered by boggy. terrain, 
Oversrown with bushes, on the north and by hilly and wooded 
terrain on the south. There was an almost circular taxiway 
with a larse V in tue middle. ‘he southern half of the cira~ 
le, in a width of 46 feet, and the southern side of the V, 
4,660 feet long and 200 feet wide, were reinforced and served 
as taxying, and take-off strips.

‘The road 
was blocked by a turnpike east of the barracks buildings. 

The two wines of the Weshaped buildings were EU quarters of 
the flying school, ‘the class rooms were in the middle sec. 
tion. 


b. The officers billets were located south of the barracks 
building on the northern Slooe of the wooded hill, thir ty=six 
two-family wooden houses were built there by the P¥s. A 
400x20Cefoot quarry was Located South of the officers’ hillets, 
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4. 306 pilot students, mostly officers, were quartered in the 
airfield barracks buildings, — 


5. fhe following aircraft wore Stationed at the field: 


a. About nine singleeensine Pichters 

b. Six twin-enine boubers with nose wheel

6. There was intensive flyin, both day and night. At nizht 
the runways were illuminated by large searchlights. Indivie 
dual parachute jumps were also observed both day and nisht.
